OF THE EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT AND OF THE COUNCIL 


of 20 December 2006 


establishing the statistical classification of economic activities NACE Revision 2 and 
amending Council Regulation (EEC) No 3037/90 as well as certain Regulations (EC) 
concerning specific statistical domains 


(Text with EEA relevance) 


THE EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT AND THE COUNCIL OF THE EUROPEAN UNION, 

Having regard to the proposal from the Commission, Having regard to the opinion of the 
European Central Bank! , Acting in accordance with the procedure laid down in Article 251 of 
the Treaty? , Whereas: 


(1) Council Regulation (EEC) No 3037/90? on the statistical classification of economic 
activities in the European Community (hereinafter referred to as "NACE Rev. 1" or "NACE Rev. 
1.1"). 


(2) In order to take account of technological developments and structural changes in the 
economy, it is necessary to develop an updated classification called NACE Rev. 2 (hereinafter 
referred to as NACE Rev. 2). 


(3) An updated classification, such as NACE Rev. 2, is central to the efforts currently 
being made by the Commission to modernise the presentation of Community statistics; it is 
expected to contribute, thanks to comparable and adequate data, to better economic governance 
at both Community and national level. 


(4) The functioning of the internal market requires the existence of statistical standards 
applicable to the collection, transmission and publication of national or Community statistical data 
in order for enterprises, financial institutions, administrative services and all other internal 
market actors to have reliable and comparable statistical information. To this end, it is necessary 
that the different categories of the classification of Community activities be interpreted in the 
same way in all Member States. 


(5) Reliable and comparable statistics are necessary to allow businesses to assess their 
level of competitiveness and are useful to the Community institutions in preventing distortions of 
competition.

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(6) The establishment of a common revised statistical classification of economic activities 
does not oblige Member States to collect, publish or provide data. Only if Member States use 
classifications of activities linked to the Community classification is it possible to provide 
integrated information that is reliable, rapid, flexible and sufficiently detailed for the management 
of the internal market. 


(7) In order to meet their national needs, Member States need to be able to add additional 
categories to their national classifications which are based on the statistical classification of 
economic activities in the Community. 


(8) The international comparability of economic statistics requires that Member States and 
Community institutions use classifications of economic activities that are directly related to the 
International Standard Industrial Classification (ISIC), Rev. 4, adopted by the United Nations 
Statistical Commission. 


(9) The use of the classification of economic activities in the Community requires the 
Commission to be assisted by the Statistical Programme Committee set up by Council Decision 
89/382/EEC, Euratom’ , in particular as regards: the consideration of problems arising from the 
implementation of NACE Rev. 2; ensuring an overall coherent transition from NACE Rev. 1 to 
NACE Rev. 2; and the preparation of future amendments to NACE Rev. 2. 


(10) Council Regulation (EEC) No 2186/93! established a common framework for the 
introduction of statistical business registers with harmonised definitions, characteristics, 
coverage and updating procedures. 


(11) The establishment of a revised statistical classification of economic activities 
necessitates changes in particular to the various NACE Rev. 1 references as well as the 
amendment of related regulations. It is therefore necessary to amend the following acts: Regulation 
(EEC) No 3037/90, Council Regulation (EEC) No 3924/91 of 19 December 1991 concerning the 
establishment of a Community survey of industrial production? , Council Regulation (EC, 
Euratom) No 58/97 of 20 December 1996 concerning structural business statistics? , Council 
Regulation (EC) No 1165/98 of 19 May 1998 concerning short-term statistics , Council 
Regulation (EC) No 1172/98 of 25 May 1998. on statistics relating to the carriage of goods by 
road’ , Council Regulation (EC) No 530/1999 of 09 March 1999 concerning structural statistics 
on wages and labour costs® , Regulation (EC) No 2150/2002 of the European Parliament and of 
the Council of 25 November 2002 on waste statistics’ , Regulation (EC) No 450/2003 of the

(12) Various Community acts have to be amended, in accordance with the special 

procedures applicable to them, before the transition to NACE Rev. 2, in particular Council 
Regulation (EC) No 2223/96 of 25 June 1996 on the European system of national and regional 
accounts in the Community!” , Regulation (EC) 
No 138/2004 of the European Parliament and of the Council of 5 December 2003 on the 
economic accounts for agriculture (EAA) in the Community!? and Regulation (EC) No 184/2005 
of the European Parliament and of the Council of 12 January 2005 on Community statistics 
concerning balance of payments, international trade in services and foreign direct investment!* . 


(13) The measures necessary for the implementation of this Regulation should be adopted 
in accordance with Council Decision 1999/468/EC of 28 June 1999 laying down the procedures for 
the exercise of implementing powers conferred on the Commission!» . 


(14) In particular, the Commission should be empowered to amend or supplement NACE 
Rev. 2 to take account of technological or economic developments or to harmonise it with other 
economic and social classifications. Since those measures are of general scope and are designed 
to amend non-essential elements of this Regulation or to supplement it by the addition of new 
non-essential elements, they must be adopted in accordance with the regulatory procedure with 
scrutiny provided for in Article 5a of Decision 1999/468/EC. 


(15) Since the objective of this Regulation, namely the establishment of common 
statistical standards to enable harmonised data to be presented, cannot be sufficiently achieved 
by the Member States and can therefore be better achieved at Community level, the Community 
may adopt measures, in accordance with the principle of subsidiarity as set out in Article 5 of the 
Treaty. In accordance with the principle of proportionality as defined in that Article, this 
Regulation does not go beyond what is necessary in order to achieve that objective.

ADOPTED THIS RULE: 


SECTION I 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Mist 1 
Subject matter and field of application 


1. This Regulation establishes a common statistical classification of economic activities in 
the European Community, hereinafter referred to as 'NACE Rev. 2'. This classification ensures 
that the Community classifications are consistent with the actual economic situation and 
improves the comparability between national, international and Community classifications and, 
on this basis, between national, international and Community statistics. 


2. This Regulation shall apply only to the use of the classification for statistical purposes. 


Mist 2 
NACE Rev. 2 

1. NACE Rev. 2 includes: 
(a) a first level containing items identified by a unique letter code (sectors), 
(b) a second level containing headings identified by a two-digit numeric code (sections), 
(c) a third level containing items identified by a three-digit numeric code (groups); and 
(d) a fourth level containing items identified by a four-digit numerical code (classes). 
2. NACE Rev. 2 appears in Annex I. 

Mist 3 

Use of NACE Rev. 2 


The Commission uses NACE Rev. 2 for all statistics which are classified according to 
economic activity. 


4 
National classifications of economic activities 


1. Member States' statistics, presented according to economic activity, are compiled using 
NACE Rev. 2 or a derived national classification. 
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2. Additional headings and levels may be introduced in the national classification and 
different coding may be used. Each of the levels, with the exception of the highest, must be 
composed either of the same headings as the corresponding NACE Rev. 2 level or of headings 
which are exactly their decomposition. 


3. Member States shall send to the Commission for approval drafts which define or modify 
their national classification prior to publication. Within two months, the Commission shall verify 
that these drafts comply with paragraph 2. The Commission shall transmit the approved national 
classification to the other Member States for information. The national classifications of the 
Member States shall contain a table of correspondence between the national classification and 
NACE Rev. 2. 


4.In case of incompatibility between certain NACE Rev. 2 headings and the national 
economic structure, the Commission may authorise a Member State to use aggregation of NACE 
Rev. 2 headings in a specific sector. 

In order to obtain such authorisation, the Member State concerned must provide the 
Commission with all the information necessary to consider its request. The Commission shall take 
a decision within three months. 

However, notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph 2, such authorisation shall not 
entitle the Member State concerned to subdivide aggregate headings in a manner different from 
that of NACE Rev. 2. 


5. The Commission shall, in cooperation with the Member State concerned, periodically 
review the authorisations granted on the basis of paragraph 4 in order to verify whether their 
existence is still justified. 


Mist 5 
Activities of the Commission 


In cooperation with the Member States, the Commission shall ensure the dissemination, 
maintenance and promotion of NACE Rev. 2, in particular by: 


(a) developing, updating and publishing explanatory notes for NACE Rev. 2 headings; 


(b) preparation and publication of basic guidelines for the classification of statistical units 
in accordance with NACE Rev. 2; 


(c) publication of tables of correspondence between NACE Rev. 1.1 and NACE Rev. 2, 
and between NACE Rev. 2 and NACE Rev. 1.1, and 


(d) carrying out activities to improve compatibility with other social and economic 
classifications. 


6 
Measures on implementation 


1. The following measures necessary for the implementation of NACE Rev. 2 shall be 
adopted in accordance with the regulatory procedure referred to in Article 7(2): 


(a) decisions to be taken in the event of problems arising from the implementation of 
NACE Rev. 2, including the assignment of economic activities to specific classes; and 


(b) technical measures ensuring a fully coordinated transition from NACE Rev. 
1.1 to NACE Rev. 2, in particular relating to issues concerning the interruption of

2. The measures concerning NACE Rev. 2, designed to amend or supplement non-essential 
elements of this Regulation, shall be adopted in accordance with the regulatory procedure with 
scrutiny referred to in Article 7(3), so that: 


(a) take account of technological or economic developments, or 


(b) NACE Rev. 2 to be harmonised with other economic and social classifications.

3. The principle that the benefits of updat- 
The costs of implementing NACE Rev. 2 should exceed its costs, as should the principle that 
additional costs and burdens incurred should be within reasonable limits. 


Mist 7 
Committee 


1. The Commission shall be assisted by the Statistical Programme Committee established 
by Decision 89/382/EEC, Euratom. 


2. Where reference is made to this paragraph, the procedure laid down in Articles 5 and 7 of 
Decision 1999/468/EC shall apply, having regard to the provisions of Article 8 thereof. The 
period laid down in Article 5(6) of Decision 1999/468/EC shall be set at three months. 


3. Where reference is made to this paragraph, the procedure laid down in Articles 5a(1) to 
(4) and Article 7 of Decision 1999/468/EC shall apply, having regard to the provisions of Article 
8 thereof. 


Mill 8 
Implementation of NACE Rev. 2 


1. The statistical units included in the business registers as introduced by Regulation 
(EEC) No 2186/93 shall be classified according to NACE Rev. 2. 


2. Statistics relating to economic activities carried out after 1 January 2008 shall be 
compiled by Member States on the basis of NACE Rev. 2 or a national classification derived 
therefrom in accordance with Article 4. 


3. By way of derogation from paragraph 2, short-term statistics defined in accordance with 
Regulation (EC) No 1165/98 and the labour cost index under Regulation (EC) No 450/2003 
shall, after 1 January 2009, be derived using NACE Rev. 2. 


4. The provisions of paragraph 2 shall not apply to the receipt of the following statistics: 


(a) national accounts statistics under Regulation (EC) 
Ne 2223/96; 


(b) economic accounts for agriculture under Regulation (EC) No 138/2004, and 


(c) statistics on balance of payments, international trade in services and foreign direct 
investment under Regulation (EC) No 184/2005.

2. Member States shall provide back data covering the period from the first quarter of 2000 
to the fourth quarter of 2008. Back data shall be provided for each of the NACE Rev. 2 sectors B 
to N and for the labour cost items referred to in Article 4(1). 


4) In Article 6, paragraph 3 is replaced by the following: 
"3. The back data referred to in Article 5 shall be transmitted to the Commission (Eurostat) 
at the same time as the LCI for the first quarter of 2009."

For each of the Annexes to Regulation (EC, Euratom) No 58/97, the list of characteristics 
and the compulsory breakdowns to be transmitted according to the NACE Rev. 1.1 classification 
shall be adopted in accordance with the procedure laid down in Article 13 of that Regulation.

Entry into force 


This Regulation shall enter into force on the twentieth day following that of its publication 
in the Official Journal of the European Union. 

It applies from 1 January 2008. 

This Regulation shall be binding in its entirety and directly applicable in all Member States.

METHODOLOGICAL NOTES 


BY CLASSIFICATION OF ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES - VERSION 2008 (KID- 
2008) 


The Classification of Economic Activities - Version 2008, for short referred to as NACE 2008, 
and for international use as NACE.EN 2008, is a new version of the classification within the 
framework of the Europe-wide revision process of the current Statistical Classification of 
Economic Activities in the European Community (NACE). It is the classification standard on the 
basis of which the national classifications of the European Union (EU) Member States are 
developed, maintained, implemented and applied, in accordance with the Regulation 
No 1893/2006 of the European Parliament and of the Council. According to this Regulation, 
European statistics classified by economic activity are collected according to NACE or the 
corresponding derived national classification. 

The NACE Rev. 2 is directly applied in the practice of the Republic of Bulgaria. NACE Rev. 
2 is a derived classification from ISIC Rev. 4. 

The methodological notes present the basic concepts and methodological guidelines for 
understanding and applying the QID-2008 in statistical production. Details of the main changes 
from SIC-2003 to SIC-2008 are presented in 

Flava 4. 


CHAPTER 1 


Classification of economic activities 2008 - General notes 


The CID-2008 is a standard for the collection and presentation of statistics by economic 
activity in the field of economic statistics (e.g.: production, employment, national accounts) and 
in other areas of statistical research. 

The statistics obtained on the basis of the KID-2008 are comparable at European and 
international level. 


International System of Economic Classifications 


Comparability of statistics at international level is ensured on the basis of an integrated 
system of statistical classifications. 

In this system, the classifications are harmonised and interlinked at global, European and 
national level, as indicated in the scheme.

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The integrated classification system allows for the comparison of statistics produced in 
different statistical surveys - for example, in statistics on the production of goods (in the European 
Union, based on the PRODCOM industrial production nomenclature) and statistics on foreign 
trade (in the European Union, based on the CN Combined Nomenclature). 


1.2 Scope and characteristics 


Statistical classifications 


Any statistical observation is a systematic process of recording individual information 
about statistical units. As a result, a large volume of individual information is obtained which 
cannot be used directly for the purposes of statistical analysis. Therefore, classifications are used 
to define the distribution of the population under study into qualitatively homogeneous groups in 
terms of the characteristics of the statistical study according to the statistical classification given. 

Statistical classifications are characterized by: 

e comprehensiveness of the coverage of the observed population; 

e mutually exclusive categories, so that each element is classified in a single 

classification category (heading); 


e methodological principles that allow the precise allocation of statistical units to the 
different classification categories (items). 


KID-2008 - classification of economic activities 


The concept of "economic activity" within the meaning of the CID-2008 is an economic 
category defining the grouping of relatively homogeneous productions and services, the criteria for 
homogeneity being: similarity in the technology of production; similarity in the raw materials 
and materials used; similarity in the economic purpose of the production; possibilities of 
combining the production or services vertically; similarity in the quantity and quality of the work 
performed in the production or in the rendering of the service. 

An activity may consist of only one production process or of several sub-processes, each of 
which may be assigned to different categories of the classification (for example, car 
manufacturing consists of casting, assembly, welding, compounding, painting, etc.). If the 
production process is organised as an integrated chain of elementary activities within the same 
statistical unit, the whole chain is considered as one activity. 

Rules and priorities have been developed for this purpose. 


Scope of KID-2008 


The classification of economic activities covers and classifies all economic activities that 

take place in society in the production of goods and services. 
The criteria for the form of ownership of a productive unit or its legal status do not 
characterize its economic activity. Units carrying out the same economic activity are classified in 
the same category of the NACE Rev. 2, regardless of whether they are corporations (or part of 
them), sole traders or public institutions, whether the parent enterprise is a foreign legal entity or 
a consortium. Regardless of whether the production process is carried out by machine or by 
hand, in a factory or in a household, units are classified according to their main economic 

Activity. 
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As a tule, the 2008 SIC does not aim to distinguish market from non-market activities, 
although this is an important feature for the System of National Accounts (SNA). This criterion 
can be applied for cross-classification together with the groupings of the BTI-2008. Non-market 
services in the BSC-2008 are only those provided by government or non-profit organisations 
serving households mainly in the fields of education, health and social activities. 

KID-2008 includes headings for activities of households as producers of goods and 
services for own consumption that cannot be separated out as an economic activity. Sometimes 
these categories refer to only part of the economic activities of the household. Clearly 
distinguishable household economic activities for which the relevant data are also available are 
classified accordingly in other parts of the 2008 CID. 


Structure and coding of KID-2008 


KID-2008 is built on four hierarchical levels, with each level of higher aggregation 
containing the exact entries of the next level of lower aggregation. The four hierarchical levels 
are named and coded as follows: 


sector: contains positions identified by a one-digit numeric code; section: 
contains positions identified by a two-digit numeric code; group: contains 
positions identified by a three-digit numeric code; class: contains 
positions identified by a four-digit numeric code 


The one-digit letter code at the "sector" level is not part of the numeric code of the CID- 
2008. 


In the classification, the sections are coded sequentially. Sometimes 'blanks' are left to 
allow the introduction of additional sections without completely changing the coding system of 
the classification. These 'blanks' are left in sections where the need for additional sections is most 
likely to arise. For this purpose, the following section codes have been left unused in KID-2008: 
04, 34, 40, 44, 48, 54, 57, 67, 

76, 83 n 89. 

In cases where there is no decomposition into lower levels, 0 is used as the code position for 
the next more detailed level. For example, the code for the class Veterinary activity is 75.00 
because the section Veterinary activity (code 75) is divided into only one group and one class. It 
is also possible for a section to have only one group but several classes. For example, section 11 
"Manufacture of beverages' has only one group 11.0 'Manufacture of beverages', and it breaks 
down into several classes (11.01 to 11.07). 

Codes of the type '9' or '99' are used for the relevant classification levels when collecting 
data of the type ‘other’ and/or 'not elsewhere classified', e.g. group 08.9 'Mining of other non- 
metallic materials and raw materials' and class 08.99 'Mining of other non-metallic materials and 
raw materials not elsewhere classified’. 

The elementary structural unit in the KID-2008 is the class. The class can be defined either 
by the description of the activities characteristic of the economic activity or by the products and 
services produced in this economic activity. 


The description of a class is developed according to the scheme: 

e Includes; 

e Also includes; 

e Does not include (with reference to the class to which the exception applies). 
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CHAPTER 2 
KID-2008 - definitions and principles 


2.1. Criteria for the development of KID-2008 


The criteria used to define the classification categories at each level depend on many factors, 
including such things as the potential use of the classification and the availability of data. These 
criteria have been applied to varying degrees for the different hierarchical classification levels. 


Criteria for the hierarchical level "class" 


The main criteria for defining the classes are the way in which the activities in production 
(technology) are combined and their distribution in the units. These criteria are intended to 
ensure as much similarity as possible in terms of the activities of the units of a given class in the 
KID-2008. 

In KID-2008, the greatest importance is given to the technology of the production process in 
determining individual grades. 

In addition, the KID-2008 classes shall be defined so that the following conditions are met 
whenever possible: 

(a) the production of a category of goods and services characteristic of a class accounts for 
the majority of the final output of units classified in that class; 

(b) the class contains units which produce most of the goods and services which 
characterise it. 


Criteria for the hierarchical levels "group" and "section" 


The criteria type of production process and technology used are less relevant for grouping 
activities at the higher levels (group and section). Important factors for grouping at the highest 
level (sector) are the main characteristics of the goods and services produced, and the potential 
use of statistics, for example on SNA targets. 

The main criteria applied for the definition of groups and sections in the KID-2008 refer to 
the following characteristics of the activities of the units: 


e the nature of the goods and services produced; 
e the intended use of the goods and services produced; 


e raw materials and materials used, type of production process and production 
technology. 


The criterion 'nature of the goods and services produced' looks at similarity in terms of 
physical composition, stage of completion and intended use (the needs they serve). The 
differentiation of the KID-2008 categories according to the goods and services produced provides a 
basis for grouping according to their similarities and inter-relationships, the raw materials and 
inputs used in their production, the sources of supply and the markets for them. 


Main, additional and auxiliary activities 


A production unit may perform one or more economic activities described in one or more 
of the categories of NACE Rev. 2. 


The main activity of a statistical unit is the activity that contributes the largest share to the 
total value added of that unit. The main activity is identified by 
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use of the top-down method, whereby the main activity does not account for 50% or more of the 
unit's total value added. 


Ancillary activity is any other activity of the unit whose final output of goods and services 
is suitable for delivery and marketing. The value added of the ancillary activity must be less than 
that of the main activity. 

A distinction must be made between core and ancillary activities on the one hand and 
support activities on the other. As a rule, core and ancillary activities are carried out with the help 
of a number of auxiliary activities - accounting, trans- port, supply, repair and maintenance, etc. 
Therefore, the ancillary activities only support the main and ancillary activities of the unit by 
providing goods and services for use only by the unit. 


An activity is ancillary only if it meets the following conditions: 
e serves only the unit, its goods or services are not sold on the market; 
e inputs are involved in the formation of the unit's current costs; 


e produces (its product is) mainly services and less frequently goods of a nondurable nature 
which are not part of the unit's final product and do not give rise to an accumulation in the 
long- 


tangible fixed assets; 


According to the above definition, the following activities are not included in ancillary 

activities: 

e production of goods and services that leads to capital formation (acquisition of tangible 
fixed assets), for example - software development or construction on own account. If the 
unit has data on this activity (construction 
construction on own account), it should be classified as an independent economic activity 
under the Construction sector; 

e the production of output, a significant part of which is sold on the market, even if some of 
it is consumed in the main activity as intermediate consumption; 

e the production of goods and services that subsequently become an integral part of the 
pro- duction of the main or ancillary activity (for example, the production of boxes by 
the enterprise's packaging workshop); 

e energy production, even if the entire output is consumed in production by the parent unit; 

e purchase of goods for resale in an unaltered condition; 


e research and development, as this activity does not provide a service consumed in 
current production. 


In all these cases, where data on the individual ancillary activities are available, they should 
be distinguished and identified as separate units of the type ‘unit by activity type', and these units 
should then be classified according to their activity. 


2.2. Definitions of statistical units 


To draw a complete statistical picture of the economy, a wide range of information is 
required, but the organisational level at which it is possible to collect this information differs 
according to the type of data. For example, company profit data may be available from only one 
central geographic location and may relate to several different locations, while product sales data 
may be available for each of the individual locations. In order to observe 
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give and analyze the data, it is satisfactory to define a system of static units. These form the 
relevant 'building blocks' in terms of the data that can be collected and classified under KID- 
2008. 

Different types of statistical units satisfy different needs, but each unit is a specific object 
that is defined in such a way that it can be uniquely recognised and identified. Units can be 
identified as administrative units (legal or natural persons) or as statistical units (units with 
relatively homogeneous production). 


The units described in the Council Regulation! are as follows: 
e the enterprise group; 

e the enterprise; 

e the kind-of-activity unit (KAU); 

e the local unit; 

e the local kind-of-activity unit (LKAU); 

e institutional unit - the institutional unit; 

e unit of homogeneous production (UHP); 

e the local unit of homogeneous production (LUHP). 


The relationship between different types of statistical units is illustrated in the following 
table:

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CHAPTER 3 


Classification rules for activities and units 


3.1. Basic classification rules 


Each unit recorded according to its main economic activity in the statistical business 
registers has a code according to KID-2008. The main activity of the unit is the one that 
contributes the largest share to the value added of the unit. The determination of the code 
according to the NACE code 2008 is supported by the explanatory notes of the NACE code 
2008, decisions of the NACE/CPA Committee of Eurostat and corresponding tables to other 
classifications. 

Where an entity carries out only one economic activity, its assignment is determined by the 
heading in the KID-2008 that most accurately describes that activity. If the unit carries out several 
economic activities, the main activity is determined on the basis of the value added of each 
activity according to the rules presented below. 

Value added is the main criterion for classifying units by economic activity. Gross value 
added is defined as the difference between final output and intermediate consumption. Value 
added is an additional measure of the contribution of each economic unit to gross domestic 
product (GDP). 


Value-added substitutes 


In order to determine the main activity of the unit, it is necessary to know the activities 
carried out by the unit and their respective share of value added. Sometimes it is not possible to 
obtain information on the value added allocated to the different activities carried out. In this case, 
the definition of the main activity should be done by using proxies in order to achieve the best 
possible approximation to the result that would be achieved using the 'value added" indicator. 
Such proxies are: 


(a) substitutes, on a final output basis: 


e the gross output of goods and services from each economic activity in the unit's 
business; 

e the value of sales or turnover of groups of products produced by the economic activities 
concerned. This criterion is most often accepted as a sufficient approximation to their 
gross output. 


(b) substitutes, based on inputs: 

e wages and salaries paid to the various economic activities carried out by the unit (or self- 
employment income); 

e the number of employees in the different economic activities of the unit; 

e staff time worked in the different economic activities of the unit. 


Sometimes the use of the listed proxies for the 'value added' indicator can be misleading. 
This is the case whenever their structure is not directly proportional to the structure of the 
unknown value added. 

When sales volume (turnover) is used as a proxy for value added, it should be borne in 
mind that turnover and value added are not always proportional. For example, trade turnover 
usually has a lower relative share than the share of manufacturing turnover in value added. Even 
in manufacturing, the sales-value added ratio varies as 
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between and within activities. For some activities, turnover is defined in a specific way that 
makes comparison with other activities unhelpful (e.g. financial intermediation or insurance 
activities). These considerations should be borne in mind when gross final output data are used 
instead of value added. 

Many units carry out commercial and other activities. In these cases, trade turnover is the 
least appropriate proxy for the unknown share of trade activity in the value added. A much better 
indicator in this case is gross profit (the difference between trade turnover and purchases of 
goods for resale, adjusted for changes in stocks). Sometimes the trading profit may vary within a 
wholesale and retail business and between different trading activities. 

When measuring production by economic activity in terms of resource inputs, it must be 
remembered that labour intensity varies from activity to activity. The pro- portability between 
wages and salaries or employment and value added is not reliable. Labour intensity varies 
considerably between economic activities, and even between activities in the same class of the 
2008 CID. 

Any of the above measures can be used to determine the main activity of a unit performing 
several economic activities. This is the reason why the same unit in different administrative 
registers is assigned a different code according to KID-2008. 

The proxy used in the practice of the National Statistical Institute is the proxy "net 
receipts from sales of products, goods and services" of the total number of enterprises. 


3.2. Combined and integrated activities 


There are cases where significant parts of an entity's activities are included in more than 
one class of the KID-2008. This is the result of vertical integration of activities (e.g. logging 
combined with sawmill activity) or horizontal integration of activities (e.g. bakery combined with 
chocolate production), or any other combination of activities within the statistical unit. In all 
these cases, the unit must be classified according to the rules described in this section. 

If the unit carries out activities that fall under only two different headings of KID-2008, 
there will always be one activity that accounts for more than 50% of the value added, except in 
the case where both activities have an equal share of 50%. The activity accounting for more than 
50% of the value added is the main activity of the unit and determines its classification under the 
KID-2008. 

Where a unit carries out more than two activities which fall into more than two different 
classes of the KID-2008 and none of the two activities accounts for more than 50% of the value 
added, the classification of the unit by main economic activity is determined by the top-down 
method. 


Top-down method 


The top-down method follows the hierarchical principle: the assignment of the unit at the 
lowest level of classification should be consistent with the assignment of the units at the highest 
levels. In order to meet this condition, the most appropriate item at the highest level is 
determined first, and then the lower hierarchical levels of classification are progressed in turn. 
This is done as follows: 
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e identifying the sector that accounts for the largest share of value added; 
e within the selected sector - identifying the section that has the highest share of added 


value; 

e within the selected section - identifying the group that has the greatest share of added 
value; 

e within the selected group - determining the class that has the largest share of the next 
value. 


A concrete example of the application of the top-down method is shown in Annex 1. 


Changes in the principal activity of the unit 


Units may change their core business suddenly or gradually over a period of time for a 
variety of reasons - the influence of seasonal factors, management decisions, etc. In these cases, 
the unit's assignment by economic activity is required to be changed, but frequent changes lead to 
inconsistencies between short-term (monthly and quarterly) and long-term statistics and make 
them difficult to interpret. 

In order to avoid these abrupt changes, when one unit carries out two activities 
accounting for the same share (50%) of the value added, the so-called "stasis rule" is applied. 
According to this rule, the main activity of a unit changes when its current main activity 
accounts for less than 50% of value added for more than two years. 

Changes in the classification of units for statistical research purposes shall be made no 
more than once a year, on fixed dates or whenever the information is available. 


Vertically integrated activities 


Vertical integration of activities occurs when different stages of production are carried out 
sequentially by the same unit and the final product of one process is used as an input into the 
next. For example, logging combined with a sawmill; clay extraction combined with brick 
production; synthetic fibre production within a textile factory. 

When applying the CID-2008, vertical integration should be treated like any other form of 
combined activities, i.e. the main activity of the unit is the activity that accounts for the largest 
share of value added, applying the top-down method. 

If, for each individual stage of the vertically integrated production process, value added or 
its proxies cannot be determined directly from the unit's accounting records, then comparisons 
with similar units are used. Alternatively, the intermediate or final output may be estimated on 
the basis of market prices. 


Horizontally integrated activities 


Horizontal integration of activities occurs when activities are performed simultaneously 
using the same factors of production. The value-added principle can be applied by following the 
top-down method or by using some of the described proxy measures. 
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3.3. Rules for the classification of specific activities 


Activities carried out for remuneration (contractual or one-off) and outsourcing 


The following terminology applies in this section: 

(a) Principal - an entity in a contractual relationship with another entity that commissions 
the contractor to perform part or all of a production process, labor recruitment and provision 
activities, or support activities. 

b) Contractor - an entity that carries out part or all of the production process, employment 
activities and the provision of labour or ancillary activities on the basis of a contractual 
relationship with the contracting authority. The term contractor is also sometimes used. In KID- 
2008, activities carried out by a contractor are defined as ‘activities for remuneration (contractual or 
lump sum)'. 

(c) Outsourcing - a contractual agreement whereby the contracting authority requires the 
contractor to carry out part or all of the production process, recruitment and labour supply 
activities or ancillary activities. The term 'subcontracted activities! is also sometimes used. The 
contracting authority and the contractor may be located in the same or different economic 
territories - the actual location does not affect the classification of the contractor. 

fication of any of these units. 

In the manufacturing industry, the contracting authority provides the contractor with a 
technical specification for the implementation of the production process. The inputs (raw materials 
or intermediate products) may or may not be the property of the contracting authority. 


Outsourcing part of the production process 


A contracting entity that outsources only part of the production process and owns the 
inputs (and therefore owns the final product) is classified in Sector C Manufacturing. The 
contractor is also classified in sector C, in the appropriate class corresponding to the part of the 
production process actually performed. 


Outsourcing the entire production process 


A contracting entity that outsources the entire production process and owns the inputs (and 
therefore owns the final product) is classified in Sector C, Manufacturing. The contractor is also 
classified in sector C, in the appropriate class corresponding to the process it performs. 

A contracting entity that outsources the entire production process but does not own the 
inputs is classified according to the value-added principle or its substitutes: this may be sector G 
"Trade; repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles" (depending on the activity and the type of 
goods sold), sector M "Professional activities and scientific research" or sector N "Administrative 
and support service activities". The contractor shall be classified in sector C 'Manufacturing', in 
the appropriate class corresponding to the process carried out. 


Outsourcing of construction works 


In the case of contracting out of construction activities, the contracting authority and the 
contractor shall be classified in Sector F, Construction, in the appropriate classes corresponding 
to the type of construction activity being carried out. For example, when contracting out 
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the construction of buildings by external contractors, the contracting authority is classified in 
Class 41.10 and the contractor in Class 41.20. 


Outsourcing of recruitment and provision of workforce 


In the case of outsourcing of recruitment and manpower services, a distinction must be 
made, firstly, whether this is on a permanent or temporary basis and, secondly, whether the 
contractor serves one or more principals. 

e if the outsourcing of the hiring and provision of labor to an outside contractor is on a 

temporary basis and the contractor serves only one entity, the contracting entity and the 
contractor shall be classified according to the actual 


the activity they perform (e.g. manufacturing); 


e if the outsourcing of the recruitment and provision of labour to an external contractor is 
on a temporary basis and the contractor serves more than one entity. 


contractor, the contractors shall be classified according to the activity actually performed 
by them and the contractor shall be assigned to class 78.20, Temporary employment 
services; 

e if the outsourcing of the hiring and provision of labor to an outside contractor is on a 
permanent basis and the contractor serves only one entity, the contracting entity and the 
contractor shall be classified according to the actual out- 
the activity they perform; 

e if the outsourcing of the recruitment and provision of manpower is on a continuous basis 
and the contractor serves more than one contracting entity that primarily performs 
similar activities, the contracting entities and the contractor shall be classified according 
to the activity they actually perform; 

e if the outsourcing of labour recruitment and provision activities to an external contractor 
is on a permanent basis and the contractor serves more than one contracting authority, 
which mainly perform different activities, the contractor shall be classified 
is classified in Class 78.30, Other labour supply activities. 


Outsourcing of ancillary activities 


A contractor that performs part or all of the production process (of goods and services) but 
outsources some ancillary activities such as accounting and computer services is classified in the 
appropriate class corresponding to the actual production process it performs. The contractor is 
classified according to the specific activity it carries out, for example in class 69.20 'Accounting 
and auditing activities; tax consultancy’ and 62.02 Information technology consultancy’. 


Outsourcing 


A procuring entity that outsources part or all of the service delivery process shall be 
classified in the appropriate class that corresponds to the nature of the service it provides. The 
contractor shall also be classified according to the nature of the service provided. 

In the case of outsourcing of activities in the agriculture, forestry, fisheries, extractive 
industries, electricity, heat and gaseous fuels industries, the same rules for classifying the 
contracting authority and the contractor shall apply as in the case of outsourcing of production 
activities. 
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Classification of the products of outsourced activities in the Classification of Products 
by Economic Activity (CPEA-2008) 


It was noted in the previous section that the classification of activities under the CID-2008 
does not depend on the criterion of whether they are carried out on own account, under contract 
or for remuneration. In contrast, the relevant product resulting from an activity is different 
depending on whether the inputs are owned by the production unit or not. In the case where the 
inputs are not owned by the production unit, the final product of the contractor's activity is a 
service. The customer pays the price of the service rendered, which includes the cost of inputs. 

As a rule, the CPAI distinguishes between goods produced for own account and services related 
to the production of those goods, performed for remuneration (under contract or on a one-off 
basis). Specific product categories and subcategories, usually coded zx.yy.9 and zx.yy.99, are 
entitled "services incidental to the production of...". 


Installation on site 


Units assembling individual elements (components) or equipment necessary for the 
functioning of buildings are classified in the Construction sector (division 43 Specialised 
construction activities). 

The installation of plant and other equipment not related to the functioning of buildings (or 
construction equipment) is classified in group 33.2, Installation of machinery and equipment. 


Repair and maintenance 


Units that repair or maintain goods are classified in one of the following categories 
depending on the type of goods: 

(a) Group 33.1 "Repair of fabricated metal products, machinery and 

equipment" (b) Section 43 "Specialised construction activities" 

(c) group 45.2 "Maintenance and repair of motor vehicles" 

(d) Section 95 "Repair of computer equipment, personal and household effects". 

Units overhauling aircraft, locomotives and ships shall be classified in the same class as the 
units producing them. 


3.4. Specific rules and sector definitions 


This part presents the rules and definitions that support the classification of units in some 
specific sectors. The main descriptions, definitions and characteristics of the sectors are presented 
in the relevant explanatory notes. 


Sector A "Agriculture, forestry and fisheries" 


In agriculture, determining value added for vertically integrated activities poses 
difficulties. For example, when a unit grows grapes and produces wine from them, or when it 
grows olive groves and produces olive oil from the olives grown. In these cases, the most 
appropriate proxy for value added is 'number of hours worked! and its application leads to the 
classification of these units in sector A. In a similar situation for other agricultural products, the 
units will also be classified in sector A by agreement to ensure harmonised treatment of these 
products. 
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Sector G "Trade; repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles" 


Sector G distinguishes between wholesale and retail trade and trade in motor vehicles and 
motorcycles. It is possible for a unit to carry out horizontally integrated trading activities in 
different forms - wholesale and retail trade at the same time, sales in shops and outside shops or 
different types of goods sold. If the goods sold do not fall into a single class that accounts for at 
least 50 % of the value added, the top-down method is applied, requiring special attention and 
consideration of additional levels of subdivision. 

In section 46, Wholesale trade, except of motor vehicles and motorcycles, there is the 
following distinction at group level: 46.1 Wholesale trade via intermediaries and groups 
46.2 - 46.9. The first decision to be taken is to classify the unit into one of these two possibilities on 
the basis of the value added principle. If the choice is groups 46.2 to 46.9, then it is determined 
whether the wholesale trade is specialised or non-specialised (see diagram below). The final 
choice has to be made by applying the top-down method to the groups and classes. 

The scheme below shows the decision tree for the classification of units in a particular class 
of section 46 "Wholesale trade, except of motor vehicles and motorcycles’.

A further subdivision is according to the type of goods sold. 

In section 47 'Retail trade, except of motor vehicles and motorcycles', there is the following 
distinction at group level: 47.1 - 47.7 'Retail trade in stores' and groups 
47.8 - 47.9 'Retail trade not in stores'. The first decision to be taken is to classify the unit into one 
of these two possibilities, based on the share in value added. If the choice is 'retail trade in shops', 
then the choice is between 'retail trade in non-specialised shops' and 'retail trade in specialised 
shops' (see diagram below). The final choice has to be made by applying the top-down method 
for groups and classes. 

The scheme below presents the decision tree for the classification of units in a particular 
class of section 47 'Retail trade, except of motor vehicles and motorcycles'.

A concrete example of the application of the top-down method in sector G is shown in 
Annex 2. 


Sector K "Financial and insurance activities" and Sector M "Professional activities and 
research" 


Two new classes are introduced in sector K - 64.20 "Activities of holding companies" and 
64.30 ‘Investment funds and similar financial entities', which are outside the traditional scope of 
the CID-2008. The introduction of these classes is one of the main changes in relation to the 
NCIOD-2003. Entities classified in these two classes do not derive revenue from the sale of goods 
and do not normally employ staff (except for one or more persons acting as legal representatives). 
These units are sometimes referred to as 'mailboxes', 'empty boxes' or 'special purpose units' as they 
have only a name and an address. In some countries many such units are registered for tax 
advantages. When the unit is classified in one of these two classes, two other classes of sector M, 
section 70, must also be taken into account: 70.10 'Activities of head offices’ and 

70.22 "Business and other management consultancy activities". 

Specifically: 

(a) Class 64.20 ‘Activities of holding companies' relates to the activities of holding 
companies whose principal activity is only to own a group of subsidiaries (i.e. the holding 
companies do not administer or manage the group); 

(b) Class 64.30 'Investment funds and similar financial entities' is very specific as it refers 
to units rather than economic activity; 

(c) Class 66.30 'Fund management’ includes activities carried out for remuneration (on a 
contractual or lump-sum basis); 
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(d) Class 70.10 ‘Activities of head offices’ includes the supervision and management of 
related units, also exercising day-to-day operational control; 

(e) Class 70.22 'Business and other management consultancy activities’ includes 
consultancy activities related to strategic and organisational planning, marketing policies, human 
resource management policies, etc. 

The definition of the main activity of a unit performing several of the activities already 
listed shall be determined on the basis of the value-added principle. Capital increases are not 
involved in value added and should therefore not be taken into account. 


Sector O "Public Administration" 


KID-2008 makes no distinction as to the institutional status of units (as defined in SNA 
and ESA). There is no category in SNA-2008 that describes all activities carried out by 
government, therefore not all government institutions are classified in sector O ‘General 
government’. Units carrying out activities at national, regional or local level which, because of 
their specificity, belong to other areas of the BSI-2008 are classified in the appropriate 
classification sectors. For example, a secondary school administered by central or local 
government is classified in group 85.3 (sector P), or a public hospital is classified in class 86.10 
(sector Q). On the other hand, it is not only government institutions that are classified in sector O: 
private units carrying out typical government activities are also classified here. 


Sector S 'Activities of households as employers; undifferentiated goods- and services- 
producing activities of households for own use' 


Section 97 includes only activities of households as employers of domestic staff. The 
output of this activity is defined as a product in the System of National Accounts. For this 
reason, as well as for some specific studies, this section is included in the 2008 EAA. Domestic 
staff activities are not classified in this section: for example, childcare activities are classified in 
class 88.91, textile laundry in 96.01, domestic servants in 96.09, etc. 

The need to describe own-account activities arises when collecting data for labour force 
surveys or using time-methods. The application of the existing rules for determining the correct 
code in the 2008 EIC code to self-consumption activities proves difficult as their value added 
(unlike market activities) cannot be quantified. These activities often combine agricultural and 
construction services, repairs and other services. Section 98 ‘Undifferentiated goods- and 
services-producing activities of households for own use' corresponds to sections 96 and 97 of the 
NICI-2003. Section 98 is not used for business statistics in the EU but for the collection of data 
covering household activities. 
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CHAPTER 4 
Changes from NCID-2003 to KID-2008 


Changes in economic structures and technological developments are a prerequisite for the 
emergence of new activities and products. Such changes necessitate the revision of static 
classifications. The intervals between revisions should not be too long, as the relevance of the 
classification decreases with time, nor too short, as the comparability of the data over time will 
thus be seriously affected. Any re-vision of the classification, especially if it involves structural 
changes, leads to breaks in the time series. 

The general features of the 2008 CID remain unchanged compared to the 2003 NCIOD. The 
rules for the application of KID-2008, the criteria for the construction of the classification and 
the explanatory texts to the headings have been improved. New con- ceptions have been 
introduced at the highest classification level (sector) and new sections, groups and classes have 
been created to reflect the different forms of production and emerging economic activities. At the 
same time, the structure of the classification in all areas not requiring explicit change remains 
unchanged. 

The number of classes increased substantially (from 514 to 615 classes). For service- 
producing activities, this increase is visible at all levels, including the highest, while for other 
activities, such as agriculture, it is visible at the lower classification levels. 


4.1. Changes in the structure 


The NICS-2003 has 17 sectors, 62 sections, 224 groups, 514 classes, respectively, the 
KID-2008 has 21 sectors, 88 sections, 272 groups, 615 classes. The creation of some new sectors 
- for example the information sector or the new grouping of environmental activities - makes the 
overall comparison between the 2008 and the previous version of the NACE Rev. 2 more 
difficult. 


The following table shows in general terms the correspondence between the sectors of the 
NICI-2003 and the KID-2008:

The changes on official statistics during the implementation of the KID-2008 are 
distinguished by the following types of correspondences between the NKID-2003 and the KID- 


2008. 


e 1 to 1 correspondence: 196 classes from NICI-2003 correspond exactly to one class 


from KID-2008 and vice versa; 


e Nto | correspondences: 87 cases where two or more classes of the NICD-2003 


correspond to a class in the KID-2008; 
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e correspondences 1 to M; 17 classes, where one class of the NICD-2003 is divided into 
two or more classes of the KID-2008; 


e N to M correspondences: 214 cases where two or more classes in the NICI-2003 
correspond to two or more classes in the KID-2008. 


Units classified in classes with 1 to 1 or N to 1 correspondences are automatically recoded 
when implementing KID-2008 in the Statistical Business Register. 

The changes that have taken place from the NIC-2003 to the KID-2008 are too many to 
describe exhaustively. Here are the most significant ones. 

The agricultural and fishery sectors of the NICI-2003 have been merged into a new sector 
A "Agriculture, forestry and fishery" in the QICI-2008, and the level of detail has increased 
considerably. 

The new sections in the manufacturing industry show the increased economic and social 
importance of the production concerned - for example, section 21 'Manufacture of 
pharmaceuticals and pharmaceutical products' and section 26 'Manufacture of computer and 
communication equipment, electronic and optical products'. Other new headings in the 2008 SIC, 
such as heading 11 'Manufacture of beverages' and heading 31 'Manufacture of furniture’, are the 
result of the splitting of existing headings in the 2003 SIC and the resulting movement of their 
components from the group level to the heading level. 

Most of the sections in Sector C Manufacturing remain unchanged, except for Section 22 
Publishing and printing; reproduction of recorded media and Section 37 Waste recycling of 
NACE Rev.2, significant parts of which have been moved to other sectors of the 2008 CPS. 

The repair and installation of machinery and equipment, which in the NICI-2003 were 
classified under the production of the corresponding type of equipment, in the KID-2008 are 
separated in section 33 "Re-assembly and installation of machinery and equipment". 

A new sector E "Water supply; sewerage, waste management and remediation" has been 
created, which includes cleaning and remediation activities (section 90 of the NICI-2003), water 
collection and distribution activities (section 41 of the NICI-2003) and waste recycling activities 
(section 37 of the NICI-2003). This sector groups activities of public interest and is also based on 
the organisation of these activities in a large number of countries. 

The concept of 'specialised construction activities’ has been introduced in KID-2008, 
replacing the previous structuring of the sections of the construction sector, which was based 
primarily on the stage of the construction process. 

The repair of personal and household goods has been moved from Sector G to the 2003 
NCI. For the sake of comparability and continuity, the exception according to which trade, repair 
and maintenance of motor vehicles and motorcycles is classified in sector G, section 45 of NACE 
Rev. 2 (corresponding to section 50 of NACE Rev. 2) has been retained. 

The granularity of the positions in Sector I Hospitality and Catering has increased to reflect 
the different nature and specialisation of the activities performed. 

A new sector J 'Creation and distribution of information and creative products; 
telecommunications' has been created, comprising the activities of production and distribution of 
information and creative products, provision of means of transmission or distribution of such 
products, data or communications, information technology activities, data processing and other 
information services. The main components of this sector are publishing activities, including 
publishing of programme products (section 58), motion picture and television production, sound 
recording and music publishing (section 59), radio and television broadcasting activities (section 
60), telecommunications (section 61), information technology activities (section 62) and other 
information service activities. 
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services (section 63). Structuring Sector J in this way provides a more consistent approach to 
grouping activities based on the nature of the activities performed. In NACE Rev. 3, these 
activities were included in sectors D 'Manufacturing’, I 'Transport, storage and communication’, 
K 'Real estate, renting and business services' and O ‘Other activities serving the community and 
the individual’ and therefore strongly affect the comparability between the two classifications. 
versions. 

Two new classes are introduced in sector K - 64.20 "Activities of holding companies" and 
64.30 "Investment funds and similar financial entities', which are outside the traditional scope of 
the CID-2008. 

Sector K "Real estate, renting and business services" of the NICI-2003 is divided into three 
sectors of the KID-2008. Real estate transactions are presented as a separate sector (sector L) due 
to their importance in the System of National Accounts. Other activities are allocated to sector M 
‘Professional activities and research’, covering activities that require a high degree of education 
and special knowledge and skills; sector N 'Administrative and support activities', covering 
activities that support or maintain the functioning of the business. The computer technology 
activities of Section 72 of the NICI-2003 are divided into two places. Repair of computer 
equipment is included in section 95, sector S, and information technology and software 
publishing activities are included in the newly created sector J. 

The scope of Sector P "Education" has been expanded to include non-formal education in 
culture, sport and active recreation, as well as activities ancillary to education. 

Section Q "Human Health and Social Work" has been more detailed, resulting in three 
sections instead of one in the previous version. The scope of the sector has been narrowed to 
include only "human health’ activities, providing a better means of measuring this important part 
of the economy. As a result, veterinary medical activities are dropped from this sector and 
included as a section in sector M "Professional activities and research". 

Important components of NACE Rev. 2, Sector O, Other activities serving the community 
and the individual, are moved to Sectors E, Water supply; sewerage, waste management and 
remediation, and J, Information and creative product creation and dissemination; 
telecommunications, in the 2008 CPS. The remaining activities are regrouped into two new 
sectors, R 'Culture, sport and entertainment! and S ‘Other activities', with the result that artistic 
and creative activities and the organisation of gambling are at section level. 


4.2. Corresponding tables: scope and use 


Correlation tables are important tools for comparing statistics collected and presented using 
different classifications. Tables are necessary when the classification changes over time or when 
the different conceptual frameworks of the classifications do not allow them to be directly 
related. Corresponding tables between different versions of the same classification are used to 
describe the lowest-level changes made in the revision process. The classification of economic 
activities is used for the collection and presentation of statistics in many areas and it is therefore 
imperative to use correspondence tables between the NECI-2003 and the CID-2008. These tables 
are included in this publication as annexes and are available electronically in the Statistical 
Classification Information System.

The main activity is therefore: 28.93 "Manufacture of machinery and equipment for food, 


beverage and tobacco processing", although the class with the largest relative share is:

If the unit had been directly assigned to the class with the highest relative share, this would 


have led to the wrong result, i.e. to exclude this enterprise from sector C.

Specific example of the application of the top-down method in 
sector G "Trade; repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles" 


In wholesale and retail trade, the distinction between specialised and non-specialised trade 
is based on the number of classes covering the goods sold, the classes taken into account 
accounting for at least 5% (and not more than 50%) of the value added: 

(a) if the goods sold cover more than four classes in any group of 
46.2 - 46.7 (for wholesale trade) or 47.2 - 47.7 (for retail trade), the unit is classified as 
‘specialised trade’. It is then necessary to determine the main activity by applying the top-down 
method on a value-added basis, first selecting the main group and then the class within that group:

If foodstuffs, 
beverages and tobacco products account for at least 35 % of the value added, they will be 
allocated to class 47.11 'Retail trade in non-specialised stores principally of foodstuffs, beverages 
and tobacco products’. All other goods are allocated to class 47.19 'Retail trade services in non- 
specialised stores of miscellaneous goods'.

The section does not include: technical activities such as terracing of agricultural land, drainage works, 
preparation of paddies, etc. - sector F 'Construction', and marketing of agricultural products carried out 
by intermediaries or cooperative associations - sector G, maintenance of land (ground cover) in good 
agro-ecological condition - 81.30 'Landscaping and maintenance of landscaped areas'.

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C MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 


This sector includes: 
Units carrying out the physical or chemical transformation of materials, substances or elements 
into new products. However, this cannot be used as the sole universal criterion for defining these 
activities (e.g. waste treatment). 
Converted materials, substances and elements are raw materials produced in agriculture, mining, 
fishery or other production activities. The substantial modification, reconstruction or reconstruction 
of products is considered as production. 
The production process may result in a final product (i.e. ready for use or consumption) or an 
intermediate product (i.e. can be input into the production of another product). For example, the refining 
of alumina produces unalloyed, crude aluminium. It is the raw material for drawing aluminium wire, 
which is incorporated in the manufacture of wire products. 
The manufacture of specialised components, parts, accessories and attachments for machinery and 
equipment are generally classified in the class of manufacture of the machinery and equipment for 
which they are intended. The manufacture of non-specialised components and parts for machinery and 
equipment, e.g. motors, pistons, electric motors, valves, gears, roller bearings, is classified in the 
appropriate class of the manufacturing industry sector, disregarding the machinery and equipment in 
which they may be incorporated. The manufacture of special components and accessories by extrusion 
moulding or extrusion of plastics is included in group 22.2. 
The assembly of different components into a final product is considered manufacturing, including the 
assembly of final products from internally manufactured or purchased components. 
Recycling of waste, i.e. the processing of waste in order to convert it into raw materials for re-use, is 
classified in Group 38.3 'Recycling of materials'. The main purpose of these activities is considered to 
be the treatment or processing of waste and they are therefore classified in sector E, Water supply; 
sewerage, waste management and remediation. Although physical and chemical transformation 
processes are included here, these activities are not considered as production. The production of new 
final products (as opposed to raw materials for re-use) is classified in the manufacturing sector even if 
waste is input as raw materials in these processes. For example, the production of silver from 
photographic waste is considered a manufacturing process. 
Specialised repair and maintenance of machinery and equipment for production and business purposes 
is generally classified in Section 33, Repair and installation of machinery and equipment. Repair of 
computer equipment, personal and household effects is classified in Section 95 'Repair of computer 
equipment, personal and household effects'. Repair of motor vehicles is classified in Section 45, 
Wholesale and retail trade, servicing and repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles. 
The installation of machinery and equipment, when carried out as a specialised activity, is classified 
in 33.20. 
Note: The boundaries between the manufacturing sector and other sectors of the classification can 
sometimes be unclear. As a rule, activities in the manufacturing sector involve the transformation of 
raw materials, the result of these activities being a new product. The definition of a new product is 
somewhat subjective. For the purposes of the classification, the following activities are considered 
manufacturing:

10 Production of food products 


This section includes: 

the processing of agricultural and fishery products into food for humans or animals, including the 
production of a variety of semi-finished products not suitable for direct consumption. The production 
of food products often creates by-products of greater or lesser value (e.g. hides and skins from 
slaughterhouses or oil cake from vegetable oil production). 

This section is subdivided into the production of different types of products: meat, fish, fruit and 
vegetables, oils and fats, dairy and mill products, bakery and pasta products, other food products and 
animal feed. Production may be on own account or on behalf of third parties (e.g. killing and 
slaughtering of animals). 

The section does not include the preparation of ready meals for immediate consumption, for example in 
restaurants. 

Some activities are considered as production (e.g. the activities of bakeries, pastry shops, sausage 
makers, etc.) even when they retail their products in their own shops. Where processing is minimal and 
does not result in the creation of a new product (e.g. butcher or fishmonger shops), units are classified in 
sector G 'Trade; repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles’. 

The preparation of food for immediate consumption is classified in Section 56 'Restaurant and 
catering’. 

The production of animal feed from slaughterhouse waste is classified in 10.9, while the processing of 
food and beverage waste into raw materials for re-use is classified in 38.3 and the treatment of this 
waste in 38.21.

18 Printing and reproduction of recorded media

or file. The processes used in the printing activity include many different methods of transferring the 
original on the printing plate, the raster image, the computer data on the 
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other media: paper, plastic, metal or wood. The most commonly used methods are lithographic, 
gravure, screen- and flexographic printing. In the creation of the image, the computer file is often 
used, which directly controls the printing mechanism, electrostatic or other type of equipment (digital 
or digital printing). 
There are indeed units that carry out both printing and publishing activities (e.g. newspapers), but 
these cases are increasingly decreasing as the activities mentioned are different and are not carried 
out by the same unit.

The division also includes the 
production of metal alloys and refractory (special) alloys by introducing other chemical elements into 
the pure metal. The result of casting and refining, usually in ingot form, is used in rolling, drawing and 
pressing operations to produce products such as thick and thin sheets, strips, bars, wire rod, wire or 
tubes and hollow sections, and in the molten state to produce castings and other metal products.

In the same way, the manufacture of metal furniture uses the same technologies as 
the manufacture of rolled products, which are classified in Section 25, Manufacture of fabricated metal 
products. 

The process of moulding plastic furniture is similar to that of moulding other plastic products. 
However, the production of plastic furniture is considered as a separate activity.

WATER SUPPLY; SEWERAGE SERVICES, WASTE

The operation of irrigation 
canals is also included here, but not the provision of irrigation services by sprinklers, rainwater 
harvesters and similar agricultural ancillary services.

Included are the construction of plumbing, heating and air-conditioning 
systems, antennas, warning and protection systems and other electrical installations, fire-extinguishing 
installations, installation of lifts and escalators, etc. Also included aret h e construction and 
installation of thermal, acoustic or vibration insulation, cooling systems for commercial premises, 
lighting and signalling systems for roads, railways, stations, airports, ports, installation of fences, etc. 
The repair of the above installations is included here. 
This section also includes finishing works. Finishing works include: glazing; plastering; painting and 
decorating; laying of various floor and wall coverings made of ceramics, carved stone, parquet, carpet, 
wallpaper, etc.; flooring; installation of joinery; external cleaning of buildings, etc. 
The repair works of the said finishing works are also included here. 
The hiring out of machinery and equipment for construction with an operator is classified under the 
relevant construction activity.

TRADE; REPAIR HA CARS AND MOTORCYCLES 


This sector includes wholesale and retail trade (sale without processing) of all kinds of goods and 
provision of services incidental to the sale of those goods. Wholesale and retail trade are the final stages in 
the distribution of goods. This sector also includes the repair of motor vehicles and motorcycles. 
Selling without processing typically involves operations (or handling) for own account related to 
retailing - sorting by type and quality, assembling, bottling (with or without pre-washing of bottles), 
packaging, cutting and repackaging into smaller packages, warehousing (usually of frozen or chilled 
goods), cleaning and drying of agricultural products, cutting of wooden or metal panels for own account. 
Section 45 includes all activities related to the sale and repair of automobiles and motorcycles, and sections 
46 and 47 include all other wholesale and retail activities. The criterion for distinguishing between 
section 46 (wholesale) and section 47 (retail) is the predominant type of customer. 

Wholesale trade is the resale (sale without processing) of new and used goods to wholesalers and 
retailers, to industrial, commercial, institutional or professional users, or the activities of commercial 
intermediaries and brokers in the purchase and sale of goods. The main types of activities are carried 
out by wholesalers - e.g. wholesalers with title to the goods they sell; commercial intermediaries, 
industrial distributors, exporters, importers, cooperative consumer associations, sales branches and sales 
offices (which are not retail shops) of manufacturing or extractive units in order to dispose of their 
products. Also included are commodity brokers, commission agents, buyers and cooperative 
associations engaged in the marketing of agricultural commodities. Wholesalers often carry out other 
operations, such as collecting, sorting and arranging goods into forms suitable for wholesale, cutting, 
repackaging, redistributing into smaller packages (e.g. pharmaceutical goods); storing, freezing, 
delivering and assembling goods; and engaging in the promotion and advertising of goods and 
designing labels. 

Retailing is the resale (sale without processing) of new and used goods to a wide range of consumers 
for personal or household consumption and use; it is carried out by specialty or department stores, open 
stands, mail order companies, jobbers, consumer cooperatives, auctioneers, etc. Most retailers acquire 
title to the goods they sell, but some act as sales agents and sell on consignment or as commission 
agents.

CREATION AND DISSEMINATION HA INFORMATION AND CREATIVE

for the transmission or dissemination of these products, data or communications, information and 
communication technology activities, and other information service activities. 


The main sections of this sector are:

- information technology activities - Section 62 

- other information service activities - Section 63 

Publishing activities involve acquiring copyright in information content (information products) and 
bringing that content to the attention of an unlimited number of persons through reproduction and 
distribution. All possible forms of publishing activities (print, electronic or audio and on the Internet) are 
included in this sector. 

The activities of making and distributing television programmes are included in sections 59, 60 and 61, 
each section covering different stages of the process. Individual parts of the programme, such as films, 
series, games, etc., are the result of the economic activities in section 59. The creation of a complete 
television programme from elements produced in section 59 or other elements (e.g. live news) and the 
broadcasting of that programme by the broadcaster who created it are included in section 60. Section 
61 includes the distribution of television programmes by a third party (an undertaking providing public 
electronic communications networks and/or services) without any alteration to its content. Such 
distribution shall be by terrestrial broadcasting, by cable or by satellite. 


Publishing 


This section includes the publishing of books and other non-periodical publications (brochures, 
prospectuses, dictionaries, encyclopaedias, atlases, maps and charts); the publishing of newspapers, 
magazines and other periodicals, directories, address lists and other publishing activities, including 
software publishing. The publisher acquires the copyright in the information content of the published 
product and makes it available to the general public through reproduction and distribution. All possible 
forms of publishing (print, electronic or audio, on the Internet, multimedia products - e.g. CD-ROM 
guides) are included in this section, with the exception of the creation of film and sound recordings.

Administrative and support office activities 


This group includes the provision of a suite of office administration services such as financial planning, 
invoicing and bookkeeping, HR administrative and technical activities, mail handling, logistics and others 
provided to clients on a fee-for-service basis. 

This group also includes ancillary activities carried out for contracting authorities for 
remuneration, relating to routine support functions that business enterprises and organisations 
traditionally carry out for themselves. 

Units classified in this group do not provide operating personnel to carry out the overall business or the 
full range of functions of the enterprise. Those units which carry out only one, well-defined part of these 
activities are classified according to that specific activity.

STATE MANAGEMENT

activities; taxation; national defence; public order and security; immigration services, foreign affairs 
and the administration of government/state programmes. The determining factor for classification in 
this sector is the nature of the activities described in the preceding paragraph, not the legal or 
institutional status of the units. This means that activities classified elsewhere in the classification are not 
included in this sector, even if they are carried out by government-funded units. For example, the 
management of the education system (regulations, curricula, supervision) is included in this sector, but 
education itself is in sector P 'Education'. Military and prison hospitals are in sector Q, Human Health 
and Social Work. Similarly, some activities in the "Government" sector may be carried out by NGOs.

EDUCATION 


This sector includes: 

public and private education at all levels, in all forms and for different professions and specialties. 
Training may be delivered orally or in writing and may be delivered on-site in educational institutions, 
via radio, television, via the Internet or remotely. 

Includes education offered by various educational institutions within the regulated school system at 
different levels, as well as adult education, literacy programmes and the like. The sector also includes 
military schools and academies, schools attached to prisons, hospitals and the like, at their respective 
educational levels. 

For each level of formal schooling, the classification classes also include education for children with 
special educational needs - those with chronic illnesses, physical or mental disabilities. 

The classification categories in this sector are based on the levels of education of the International 
Standard Classification of Education, 1997 version (ISCED 1997/ ISCED 1997). The activities of 
educational institutions providing curricula and courses at ISCED Zevel 0 are classified in ISCED grade 
85.10, ISCED level 1 in ISCED grade 85.20, ISCED levels 2 and 3 in ISCED group 85.3, ISCED level 4 
in ISCED grade 85.41, and ISCED levels 5 and 6 in ISCED grade 85.42. 

The sector also includes non-formal, out-of-school learning in foreign language courses, vocational 
training courses in part of a profession, in various sports or cultural activities, and activities which are 
not educational in nature but which support education.

Educational programmes may vary in content from vocational training in a 
broad field to very specific occupations.

HUMAN HEALTH AND SOCIAL WORK 


This sector includes human health and social work activities. The most forward-looking activities are 
those related exclusively to health care provided by doctors and other professionals in various inpatient 
and outpatient settings. This is followed by medico-social and social activities with accommodation in 
specialised facilities where a certain amount of health care is present. Finally, there are activities related 
to the provision of social services without any involvement of medical and health care professionals. 


Human Health Care 


The section covers the activities of hospitals and similar medical establishments that provide 
accommodation, diagnosis and treatment of hospitalised patients with various diseases. These are 
hospitals for active (short-term) or long-term treatment, multidisciplinary or specialised - e.g. 
cardiological, psychiatric, drug and alcohol treatment, rehabilitation hospitals, etc. The section also 
contains medical activities in outpatient care - counselling and treatment carried out by general 
practitioners, specialists and surgeons. The practice of general and specialist dentists is also included, as 
are orthodontic activities. 

In addition to the activities of hospitals and outpatient physicians, the services of independent 
practitioners and other professionals authorized by law to practice health care are included here.
